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WASHINGTON'S BIRTHDAY. 


Observed in Philadelphia and Chi 


cago—Great Crowds Out. 


TALKS BY M'KINLEY AND HARRISON, 


Two Thousand University Students Give the Presi- 


dent the Greeting Yell—Washington's Wis- 


dom Extolled—Reception to Gen. 


Harrison in Chicago. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 33.—Two thousand 


students from tbe University of Philadel- 
phia ni arched past the residenoo of Pro- 
vost Harrison this morning and gave the 
university yell and President MoKlnlcy 
appeared on tho veranda and bowed. Tbe 
collegians then marched to the Academy 
of Jloelo where the annual Washington's 
birthday ceremonies of tho university 
were held. The edifice was packed. The 
exercises began at noon. President Mo- 
Klnley was Introduced by Provost Barn- 
eon In a neat address. 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


President was received with tba 'varsity 


cheer, ending with his name. He pro- 
ceeded to deliver the oration of the day. 
He said in substance: 


Tho president began by referring to the 


proud title of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, to the veneration of Washington's 
memory in the faot that It was founded 
In colonial days, 50 years before Pennsyl- 
vania became a state, and the further fact 
that the Washington alumnus of that 
institution having conferred on tbe first 


ident the degree of doctor of laws in 
JJ10SI 
1783. Tho president then sketched the 
points in Wasington's career as a peerless 
soldier and marvelous genius as a con- 
structive statesman; dwelt on the earn- 
estness with which Washington advocated 
general education as a national safeguard, 
leaving in bis will a bequest to be devoted 
to tree public instruction; adverted to his 
reliance on God as evidenced In bis writ- 
ings and life; and to bis abhorrence of 
slavery, though a. slaveholder. Then he 
took up tbeio points from Washington's 
farewell 
address: 
Cherishing 
public 


credit, the observance of goofl faith, jus- 
tice toward all nations, which may be 
supposed tu have particular application to 
existing political problems. On the for- 
mer the president said: "Cherish public 
credit." How much both of reflection 
and instruction is combined in this sim- 
ple admonition of the father of his coun- 
try. 
"The United State) emerged from a 


bitter prolonged struggle, the revolution- 
ary war. It was ezbaustod financially, 
with hundreds of existing perplexities 
and difficulties which remained to be 
solved before the final call for tbe credit 
of the n°w nation could be established at 
home and demonstrated abroad. 
But 


Washington knew huw to gather about 
him and place In position of great trust 
able financiers and economists whose 
names the country sttll venerate and 
whose great work it still enjoys.—Hamil- 
ton, Morris, Qallatln and others were suc- 
cessful it. establishing the treasury and 
innnguating the flnanalal operations of 
this government upon principles which 
are recognized as tbe most enduring basis 
ot national credit and national bono-. 
That whatever other assets we might have 
or acquire, that we would possess Indls- 
pensible, first, last and all the time, H 
we would cherish public credit. 


'• Wo have been fully rewarded all along 


our history by adhering to the principles 
of Washington in keeping the public 
faith. Before half tbs century passed we 
had paid on the national debt, had a bal- 
ance in the treasury. Another debt, the 
greatest in onr history, was Incurred In 
the civil war for the preservation of the 
Union, but this did not eicesd tha re- 
sources or discourage th* Intentions of 
the American people. Thwewere those 
who suggested repudiation, bnt tbe peo- 
ple repudiated them, and went oa un- 
checked discharging the obligations of the 
government in tbe coin of honor. From 
thedayou^^w-^^tottapr,,. 


ington appear in grander proportions than 
when he enunciated his idem In regard to 
the foreign policy of the government. 
' Observe good faith and justice towards 
all nations; cultivate peaco and harmony 
with all.' Religion and morality enjoin 
this conduct." Today, nearly a century 
from Washington's death, we turn rever- 
entially to study the leading principles of 
that comprehensive chart for the guidance 
of the people. It wag his unflinching, 
Immovable devotion to these preceptions 
of duty which, more than anything else, 
made him what be was and aanrlbuted no 
directly to making us what we are.

lowing the preoepts of Washington we 
cannot err. 
The wise lessons in govern- 


ment be left us it will be profitable to 
heed. He seems to have grasped all pos- 
sible conditions and pointed the way safe- 
ly to meet them. He established danger 
signals all along the pathway of the na- 
tion's march. He has warned us against 
false lights. He baa taught us the true 
philosophy of 'perfect union'; shown us 
graphic dangers from sectionalism and 
wild, unreasonable party spirit; be has 
emphasized the necessity at all times for 
the exercise of siber, dispassionate judg- 
ment. Such judgment, my fellow citi- 
zens, is the best safeguard in tranquil 
events and rises superior and triumphant 
above the storms of woe and peril."

Plttsburg, Pa., Feb. 23.—The Chron- 


icle-Telegraph prints an Interview wltb 
United States Senator Quay in which he 
says: "Tbe Maine was blown up by a 
torpedo. The government at Washington 
understands fully the situation*at Havana 
and all tbat Is being done and that bas 
taken placo. All Inquiry and all investi- 
gations of divers will disclose nothing 
more than is now known. The torpedo 
that destroyed the battleship Maine was 
made In the United States. It's charac- 
ter Is fully understood. It was possible 
to send it through the water fcr a milo 
and discharge it either by percussion or 
time fnse arranged by olook work. That 
the Spanish government had aught to do 
with this work, however, is not believed 
by any one conversant with tba facts. 
Tbe torpedo was probably sped an its ter- 
rible mission by members of the volun- 


teer army tn Havana and the work was 
not countenanced by the Spanish author- 
ities. It was the work of the Woylcrites. 


INQUIRY IN PROGRESS. 


Captain Sigsbee Gave His Account- 


Secret Investigation. 


Havana, Feb. 23.— The board of inquiry 


Into the Maine disaster met on the light- 
house tender Mangrove yesterday, with 
Captains Sampson and Chadwiok and 
Lieutenant 
Commatders 
Potter 
and 


Marix present. Captain Sampson presid- 
ed and Lieutenant Commander Marix re- 
cently executive officer of the Maine, act- 
ed as recorder. 


Captain tilgsboe, the commander of tbe 


Malno, was the first witness called. He 
wag under examination until 1 o'clock, 
at which hour an adjournment was tak- 
en. Tho board will make a careful pel- 
sonal examination of tne wreck, near 
rfhich the Mangrove is anchored. 


Captain Sampson received a correspond- 


ent Immediately after the morning ses- 
sion of tbe board. Ha said, in the course 
of the Interview: 


"I would be glad to give the press 


news, but owing to the delicate situation 
the board has decided to make nothing 
whatever public. I do not know what 
testimony may develop, and It Is only 
fair to tbe Spanish government not to tell 
the public until'all has been received and 
the findings bave been considered. 


" You may say that this rule is abso- 


lute. Due care will be taken for the rigid 
enforcement of It, and all stories purport- 
ing to come from tbe court should bo set 
down as false. 
I have no idea as to how 


long tbe court will remain here. 
No one 


Is authorized to fix the time, as tbe mem- 
bers themselves do not know. I shall

Tbe 
season of fasting was at first observed In 
various ways. Some observed one asd 
some two days, but for many years past 
40 days has been tbo time sot apart for 
fasting. Tbe 40 days is significant In 
several ways to tbo oburob ppople. Mo 


Is said to have spent 40 daja on the 


mount, the children of Israel weie 40 days 
in tbe wilderness and Christ was 40 days 
In tbe wilderness before tbo cruoiflilou. 


Ia the early days Ash Wednesday was 


the day when all who had offended agalnpt 
the church were bnught before the bishop 
and sprinkled with ashes and were ordered 
to do penance for 40 days. Ashes were 
used as being symbolic of that which 
comes after tbe flame, illustrating that 
all worldly pomp, pride, em and shame 
most end In asbes. Honce the name Ash 
Wednesday. 


Ibe great fundamental theory underlin- 


ing the observance of lent by the Roman- 
ists and those of the English ohuroh is 
that the Christians must at some time lay 
aside worldly things and unless some spe- 
cial time Is chosen the otxervanue'will be 
neglected. The church people are expect- 
ed to observe the season in two ways, by 
self-donlal and also by devotion. The ob- 
ject of Lent is to strengthen the will and 
to deepen the religious life of tbe Indi- 
vidual.

New York, Feb. 17.—Dr. John Hall, 


whose recent troubles with the Fifth 
Avenue 
Presbyterian 
church 
ha\e 


brought him more prominently before 
the public than he has been at, any 
time since the question of his wedding 
fees was aired in print, is always well 
worth the consideration, of newspaper 
readers. Yet he is not one whit more 
interesting than his s>on, Boltoii Hall, 
albeit the latter is not nearly so well 
known as his eloquent, godly father. 


Boiton Hall is a lawyer by profession, 


anil diligent and prosperous therein. 
But he is far more enthusiastic as a 
single tax agitator and as an Relive of- 
ficial in. the Longshoremen's union 
than in the trying of court cases and 
the drawing of legal documents; and 
his office in lower Broadway is recog- 
nized as one of the centers botli by 
those who accept the tenets of the late 
Henry George, and those who load and 
unload ocean-going ships. 


Boiton Hall's position with regard to 


the Longshoremen's union, of which 
he has for some years been treasurer, 
is unique in the true meaning of 
the term. 
Other men of means, or 


those engaged in professional life 
have essayed to give practical 
help 


ti labor organizations in many in 
stances. 
But, so far as I know 


Boiton Hall is the only man not orig 
inally a wage earner, in this country 
at least, who has been able to win the 
entire confidence of an organized body 
of workingmen. This he has secured to 


tia father, and I understand that tnii 
was one of the minor points of criticism 
raised by those who have not been 
wholly satisfied with Dr. Hall of late, 
though the,New York newspapers do 
not seem to have heard about It. 


Boiton Hall believes in extending the 


circle of single tax believers by every 
possible means, including even what 
may be termed the "hurrah boys" 
method, nnd he was a strong factor in 
the Delaware campaign of a year or 
two ago, during which there were some 
arrests of single taxers because of the 
noise with which the}' carried on their 
vork. 
He is confident that the doc- 


trine will eventually prevail, though he 
admits that such populous centers as 
New York will probably be much hard- 
er to bring into line than the less com- 
pact communities of the west and 
south. 


Green Gooda and Bunco. 


The detection of a green goods man 


getting ready to fleece a "come on" 
over in Hoboken the other day, has 
reminded New Yorkers that compara- 
tively few bunco cases of any sort have 
been reported in this vicinity of late. 
Whether the Hoboken case was spo- 
radic, and therefore of little conse- 
quence, or whether it was merely a 
forerunner—a single drop, so to speak, 
heralding a plentiful shower of "come- 
ons" and consequently plethoric purses 
for the swindlers-t-is, of course, a mat- 
ter of too much uncertainty to warrant 
predictions. 


In the old days, when the green 


goods trade was carried on here as sys- 
tematically as any other, and almost 
as openly, there was a flourishing col- 
ony of those who subsisted 
thereliy

ELABORATE PIGEON LOFT. 


It U MittakeB fey Many People for • 


Bmadiome Divcllloa. 


[Copyright, 1SS8.] 


There is a pifreon loft in Allentovra,, 


Pa,, which at first glance might be mis- 
taken for a handsome dwelling. 
In 


fact, there are very, very many persons 
in this world of oura whose homes are 
not nearly as pleasant or well built as 
this structure, which was erected by 
Gteorge W. Eckert, of Allentown. 


It is a pigeon loft, but Mr. Eckert, 


lofts for white African owls, and those 
tor the colored stock. 


A large hallway runs through the 


building from the operating room. In 
it are kept the feed boxes, which are 
supplied by chutes from the bins on 
the third floor. This third floor is de- 
voted to several lofts for white Chinese 
owls, for cocks and hens, and for col- 
ored birds. Here also are the mating* 
coops and the "sick pens." 


In each loft are two large windows 


facing the south, and aviaries in which 
the birds can disport themselves and

«ho is very well Known as a breeder, 
uses it as a home for his African owls. 
It must not be supposed that this pig- 
eon house is anything tremendous in 
size, for it is but 24 by 30 feet. Still, 
AS the accompanying illustration shows, 
(t is a model in its way, anil quite 
big enough for a small family to live 
In comfortably. The conveniences are 
certainly superior to those of many 
modern houses. 


The first floor contains a loft for 


birds of the ISflT breed, and for the 
heating plant, for hot waiter pipes 
keep the loft warm in the winter. The 
second floor is divided ii^to three^com- 
partnients, the opreating room, the 


get fresh air. Perches are fastened to 
the walls, and shehes are elected along 
the sides of <he lofts. 
The drinking 


fountains, and baths consistof long iron 
basitib, through which water flows 
constantly; this insures a fresh sup- 
ply always. 


The breeding arrangements are of the 


very best. The nesting boxes are on 
the floor, and each one lias a movable 
glass front coop. Behind the boxes 
run the hot water pipes; this keeps 
them dry and warm. 
Each nesting 


place has the number and pedigree of 
each pair, which Mr. Eckert keeps 
in a book especially provided for that 
purpose. 


NEW STRINGED INSTRUMENT. 


Connldcred an Improvement on tb« 


Time-Honored Guitar. 


[Copyright, 1S9S.] 


A new stringed instrument has re- 


cently made its appearance, and is con- 
sidered by those who hav e examined it 
to be a radical improvement on the 
time-honored guitar. 


It is the harp-guitar, and is really a 


combination of the two instruments, 
one of which carries the air, the other 
the accompaniment. 


Its music resembles that of the con- 


cert autoharp. The \olume of souud is 
nearly double that of the guitar, and 
Las a distinctive and superior quality. 
In shape the harp-guitar lias the ap- 
pearance of the guitars of the olden 
time, the body being peai-shapcd, and 
with tlie usual sounding bottid and 
•juolled back. The fingerboard is like 
that of the guitar. 
instruments are 


ih,o to be made with the regular guitar 
body. 


The harp-guitar has ten strings. Six 


nf thebe icsemble those on the guitar. 
Parallel to the four large strings, 
about a aistcunth of an inch to the left 
(from the bridge toward the head), is 
u small or treble string, which is tuned 
mi exact octave above its companion. 


The manner of producing chords on 


the harp-guitar is the same as npon 
the guitar, but the method employed in 
plaj ing instrumental selections orsolos 
is different; the air is picked on tho 
double strings with the thumb, while 
the accompaniment (simple 
guitar 


chords) is played on all other available 
strings \uth unoccupied fingers and 
thumb. 


The effect of playing the air on 


double strings tuned an octave apart is 
felt as soon as heard. 
Thp effect may 


bo modified so that the air sounds in 
clear treble or bass, as desired. 


One may at all times retain the left 


hand in one position, that for playing 
the ordinary guitar chords. As is well 
known, the guitar is an instrument 
upon which comparatively few can play 
instrumental pieces other than exer- 
cises written or arranged especially for 
it. One rarely (if ever) hears popular 
airs plaved upon the guitar. 


Carl Brown, a resident of Columbus, 


0., the inventor of the 
harp-guitar 


conceived the guitar to be deficient, 
and especially so for the use of ama- 
teurs, for in order to play even ordinary 
exercises the pupil must spend consid- 
erable time, money for instruction, and 
in order to really accomplish anything 
must become familiar with the entire 
linger board and a discouraging num- 
ber of difficult chords. 


To simplify the matter Mr. Brown 


decided to employ a larger number of 
treble strings, and in such a manner 
that, when playing1, one could at all 
times combine the ordinary guitar 
chords •with the air. 


A series of experiments developed 


even better results than had been an- 
ticipated. 
Within a couple of months 


the inventor waa able to play over 100 
popular melodies in various keys, car- 
rying a full guitar accompaniment. 
Previous to this he could play only a 
few chords and a half a dozen exercises, 
such as the "^panish Fandango." 


The instrument with the revised 


method of execution not only enables 
amateurs to become proficient in much 
more, which has heretofore taken 
much time and study, but opens a new 
ujeld for the professional guitarist. 
If 


itarircd, toe method for playing may be 
nrrermed and the Instrument played aa 
afiriUr. 


A DEARTH OF CATTLE. 


Mexico Has Abont Reached Her Limit 


a* a Dcef Producer.

The astonishing announcement is 


now made that Mexico is almost with- 
out cattle. This surprising state of af- 
fairs is du« to the tremendous demand 
for Mexican beef that began almost 
exactly two jears ago arm! has resulted 
ini cutting down to very small numbers 
the seemingly inexhaustible herds of 
northern Mexico. 


The states of Chihuahua and Sonora 


alone have been shipping to Cuba from 
5.000 to 0,000 head of cattle a month. 
That is why the Cuban rebellion has 
lined the pockets of the Mexican stock- 
men with gold. It is singular indeed, 
when one stops to coiiMder, that Mex- 
ico, which so cruelly felt the iron hnnd 
of Spain centuries ago, should in these 
modern days fnrnisli food in vast quan- 
tities for the enemies of the descendants 
of Corte/. 


During the past 12 months, nlso, the 


movement ol li\e stock from Mexico 
to tlie Tnited States lin* become un- 
nsiial. The demand has g-one on nn- 
nbatcd and still exists. It is apparent, 
therefore-, that the Mexican cattlemen 
hnv° refilixorl handsomely from this 
product of their ranches; in fact, a ma- 
jority of themhavepractically exhaust- 
ed their herd's. 


While some of the leading ranchmen 


are exerting themwhes to replenish 
their stock, it is impossible to fully 
n'eet the demtind. 
ITow difficult this 


task of replenishment will prove will 
be appreciated by those familiar v\ith 
Jh.e difficulty that confronted the cat- 
tlemen of the United States a decade 
igo wlien the cattle business began to 
tevive and larger herds were deemed 
profitable. 


The greater portion of Mexican live 


stock bound for the 
United States 


passes through El Paso, Tex., and 
\ogales, A. T., to the western mar- 
kets where the packing houses are lo- 
cated. Kansas Citv taking a greater 
number tha,n any other place. Even in 
California there is a demand for Mex- 
ican beef, because of the fact 
that 


ranchmen there hastened *o dispose of 
their herds in eastern markets, there- 
by diminishing the supply for home 
consumption. 


The extent of the exports can best be 


appreciated when, the figures are con- 
sidered. During the last quarter of 
3307, the total value of catt'.e that eame 
into the United States was $222,522, and 
this, too, regardless of the fact that 
the duty upon cattle imported from 
Mexico is about three dollars per head. 
All'ttiese cattle are of low grade, and the 
beef they make is far from being- equal 
to the American product.

of beef his risen lo unheard of figures, 
and the Mexicans are likely to be in 
the position of the miner who sold the 
only tent in the eamp for a big price, 
forgetting that after he parted from 
it he would have to sleep out of doors.
